Those High Prices 

There is no one in Canada who is not concerned 
about the sky-high cost of living—no one who is not 
affected. We are chiefly interested not in the causes 
of inflation (we leave that to economists) but in its 
effects upon our own pocket books and standard of 
living. 

Since the retailer is the man with whom we deal, 
wc have a tendency these days to resard him as some¬ 
thing of a pirate, out to fleece us. “Sam Smith," (our 
local merchant) we say, "Must be making a young 
fortune at our expense. Look at the prices he charg¬ 
es!” 

We forget that Sam is just as perturbed about those 
high prices as we are. When the wholesaler raises his 
prices to Sam, all he can do is pass along the increase. 
Often he absorbs as much of it as he can and still keep 
solvent. 

The wholesaler, too, is in a similar spot since, by 
the time the goods reach him, the primary producer, 
the manufacturer and almost inevitably the govern¬ 
ment, have had their share of the increase. 

It is the old law of supply and demand at work. To 
get reduced prices in any commodity, either the sup¬ 
ply must be increased or the demand decreased or 
both. At present in the case of many articles the sup¬ 
ply is relatively small and the demand is great, not on¬ 
ly here but all over the world. 

During the last war the Canadian Government did 
a noteworthy job of controlling prices The controls 
were not popular, effective though they were, and they 
cost the country plenty of money. Controls, subsidies 
and restrictions of one kind and another do not go ov¬ 
er big with Canadians. After the war the government 
removed controls. The result was a rise in the cost of 
living in Canada that took our breath away. 

Through its policy of high taxation and through too 
little effort to curb government expenditures, the fed¬ 
eral government has not helped the situation. While 
prices were low during the war the public paid high 
taxes but could purchase necessities at relatively low 
cost due to subsidies and ceilings. Now both taxes and 
prices are high. 

The whole mess is particularly tough on many Can¬ 
adians—those on salaries which haven’t increased in 
step with increased living costs and increased indirect 
taxes, the pensioners, the small business men whose 
turnover is up but whose profit is down. 

What is to be done about it? We suggest that Cana¬ 
dians need to roll up their sleeves and produce more. 
They need to give a fair day’s work for fair pay, to 
work longer hours and produce more goods. At the 
same time they need to decrease their purchase of 
goods and increase their savings. Temporarily Cana¬ 
da's high standard of living may suffer 

Canadians do not need to leave this cost-of-living 
business to their government. They can do something 
about it themselves once they realize that the law of 
supply and demand is at work. —C.W’.N.A.

Dean revealed in ttie lines quoted, 
reminded the writer of a poem in 
his scrapbook, entitled:

If with pleasure you are .viewing 
any work that I am doing, 

If you like me or you love me, tell 
me now; 

Don't withhold your approbation 
till the preacher makes oration, 
And I lie with snowy lilies o’er 
my brow; 

For no matter how you shout it, I 
won’t care a bit about it, 

I won't know how many tear 
drops you have shed; 

If you Ohink some praise is due me, 
now’s the time to slip it to me, 
For I cannot read by tombstone 
when I'm dead.

What American Tourists Want 

When our American friends come to Canada they 
are visiting a foreign land. They want to have the 
leeling that this is a nation different from their own. 

They do not want the Stars and Stripes waved in 
their faces, proud of their own flag though they are. 
Canadians who drag out the American flag on every 
possible occasion and some impossible ones do so with 
the idea that they are being courteous to American 
visitors. This is not the case. The only time the Amer¬ 
ican flag should be flown in this country is at some 
joint Canadian-American undertaking. To fly it at any 
other time is bad manners. American tourists want to 
see the Union Jack or the Canadian Ensign flying in 
Canada, not their own flag. 

Canadians should get away from the idea that Am¬ 
ericans are flattered when we name our restaurants 
’’The New York Beanery" or use some other pseudo- 
American name for our tourist enterprises in the hope 
of inveigling tourists to come in. Cheap imitatons do 
not make an American visitor feel at home. There are 
fine Canadian names which are seldom seen. Cana¬ 
dians perhaps should get to know their own history 
better. 

We must do everything we can to build up a sound 
reputation for hospitality, to smooth the way for Am¬ 
erican tourists in search of Canada. We must see to it 
that American visitors *et full value for the money 
they spend here. And most important, we must be 
ourselves.
